EXCHANGE IN FRONT OF PRESS AT START OF TALKS "SHOWED A 
SURPRISINGLY SHARP EDGE OVER ANGOLA" AND WAS "UNUSUALLY 
BLUNT." GIST OF KISSINGER LUNCHEON TOAST IS QUOTED:

BREZHNEV SAYS PRIMARY SUBJECT ... IS ... A NEW SALT AGREE- 
MENT, ... QUESTIONS OF REDUCTION OF FORCES IN EUROPE 
"AND OTHER TOPICS." HE EXPECTS TO VISIT WASHINGTON BUT 
AGREEMENT (ON SALT) MUST BE REACHED. 

AIMOF KISSINGER VISIT FOR BOTH U.S. AND USSR IS AGREEMENT 
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IN PRINCIPLE. SOVIET SOURCES SUGGEST ONE WAY IS TO AGREE 
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NOW ON EVERYTHING BUT CRUISE AND BACKFIRE. SOME U.S. 
SOURCES STRESS NEED FOR SPECIFYING ' CARRYOVER TERMS" FOR 
TWO UNRESOLVED ISSUES WITH U.S. POLITICAL CAMPAIGN

BESIDES QUESTIONS ON TERMS OF ANY SALT PACT, ADMINISTRATION

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EDITORIAL ON "MOBILE MISSILES" SAYS ONE UNIDENTIFIED 
HIGH U.S. OFFICIAL ACCUSES MOST OF U.S. GOVERNMENT OF

GROMYKO SAYS HE WOULD LIKE TO SEE AN AGREEMENT WITH PERIODS 
COMMAS. SIGNATURE. 

KISSINGER -BRF.ZHNFV NOON SESSION HAS BEEN PO;TPONED UNTIL 
6 PM BECAUSE OF A POLITBURO MEETING, IT IS ASSUMED. SOME 
SOVIET SOURCES MENTIONED A LENGTHY SESSION. 

KISSINGER LEFT OPEN POSSIBILITY OF RETURN TO MOSCOW AFTER 
NATO MEETING BUT SAID "I THINK WE ARE ON A COURSE IN WHICH 
WE CAN TAKE THE PROGRESS THAT HAS BEEN MADE TO WASHINGTON 
AND SEE WHERE WE GO FROM THERE." KISSINGER HAD HOPED AT

IN ADDITION TO RERUNS OF LAST NIGHT'S FEEDS FROM 
DUNSMORE, VALERIANI AND KALB THE FOLLOWING TWO ITEMS 
WERE BROADCAST THIS MORNING: 

1 . BARRIE DUNSMORE, AMERICAN INFORMATION RADIO, ABC NEWS: 
THE STRATEGIC ARMS LIMITATION TALKS CONTINUE HERE IN 
MOSCOW TODAY. THE U.S. SIDE SAYS THERE'S BEEN SOME PROGRES 
BUT REFUSES TO PREDICT ANY BREAKTHROUGH. THERE'S BEEN NO 
PROGRESS AT ALL ON ANGOLA. KISSINGER BROUGHT IT UP 
YESTERDAY, BUT THE SOVIETS GAVE NO HINT THAT THEY HAD ANY 
NEW PLANS FOR THEIR ANGOLA POLICY. A U.S. OFFICIAL HAS 
SAID THAT ANGOLA COULD COME UP AGAIN TODAY, AS COULD THE 
MIDDLE EAST, WHICH HAS NOT YET BEEN DISCUSSED. 

EVEN IF A BREAKTHROUGH IS NOT REACHED ON SALT, OFFICIALS 
SAY KISSINGER WOULD NOT EXTEND HIS MOSCOW STAY, AS HE 
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HAS A NATO MEETING IN BRUSSELS TOMORROW, A STOP IN MADRID, 
AND ISRAELI PREMIER RABIN IN WASHINGTON ON MONDAY. 

2. DALLAS TOWNSEND & BERNIE KALB, CBS RADIO, WORLD 
NEWS ROUNDUP: 

TOWENSEND: SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER PLAYED HOST 
TODAY IN MOSCOW TO ANDREI GROMYKO, GIVING A LUNCHEON 
FOR THE SOVIET FOREIGN MINISTER AT THE RESIDENCE OF THE 
AMERICAN AMBASSADOR. CBS NEWS CORRESPONDENT BERNARD KALB 
ASKED KISSINGER HOW THE TALKS ON A NEW STRATEGIC ARMS 
LIMITATION AGREEMENT ARE GOING: 

KISSINGER: I THINK BOTH SIDES HAVE BEEN VERY SERIOUS. 

WE HAVE MADE SOME SUGGESTIONS. THE SOVIETS HAVE MADE SOME 
COUNTER PROPOSALS. WE RESPONDED TO THOSE, AND THEY'RE 
STUDYING THEM NOW. 

KALB: DO YOU HAVE ANY FEELING, MR. SECRETARY, ABOUT 
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WHAT THE OUTCOME OF THE NEGOTIATIONS MIGHT BE? 

KISSINGER: I WOULDN'T WANT TO SPECULATE. 

KALB: DO YOU FEEL AT THIS PARTICULAR POINT THAT THESE 
NEGOTIATIONS MIGHT GO EITHER TOWARD SUCCESS, OR POSSIBLY 
EVEN FAILURE? 

KISSINGER: WELL, AS I'VE INDICATED, MANY POSSIBILITIES. 

WE COULD MAKE SOME PROGRESS. WE COULD STALEMATE. WE 
WILL DO WHAT WE BELIEVE TO BE IN THE NATIONAL INTEREST. 

AND I THINK SO FAR THE NEGOTIATIONS HAVE BEEN VERY SERIOUS, 
WITH BOTH SIDES MAKING RESPONSIBLE PROPOSALS AND NARROWING 
THE GAP. I THINK THAT WE'RE ON A COURSE IN WHICH CAN 
TAKE THE PROGRESS THAT HAS BEEN MADE TO WASHINGTON, AND 
SEE WHERE WE GO FROM HERE. 

KALB: WELL, HOW WOULD YOU THINK THAT WOULD BE INTER- 
PRETED THEN, IF YOU DO NOT HAVE THE FULL AGREEMENT, AND 
ONLY THE PROGRESS? 

KISSINGER: I HAVE NEVER SAID THERE WOULD BE A FULL AGREE- 
MENT WHILE I'M HERE. AND WE’RE NOT ON ANY PARTICULAR 
SCHEDULE. OUR SCHEDULE IS WHAT IS NEEDED FOR THE PEACE 
OF THE WORLD. 

TOWNSEND: THE MORNING SESSION OF THE MOSCOW TALKS IN WHICH 
KISSINGER AND GROMYKO ARE TAKING PART WAS CALLED OFF FOR 
UNEXPLAINED REASONS, BUT THE TALKS ARE EXPECTED TO RESUME 
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LATER TODAY.
